The series is announced as a non- 
profit venture, but minimum film 
rentals will be charged exhibitors 
and any income beyond the cost 
of making the shorts will be placed 
in a revolving fund to produce more 
of them. In other words the public 
will still foot the bill and pay the 
studios to hear them blow the in- 
dustry horn. 

While there is nothing illegal 
about it and the studios have a 
wealth of material to work with, it 
is ironical. Ironical because accord- 
ing to the Motion Picture Associa- 
tion of America, Inc., exhibitors 
have been anxious for such product 
for years to better acquaint their 
patrons with reasons for going to 
the movies. 

This is particularly interesting, 
as in our own naive way we always 
thought the public attended the 
movies to be entertained in pleas- 
ant surroundings. 

We still think a good show will 
solve the problem, but when they 
are on the borderline or worse th 
theatre that consistently upholds 
a high standard of courteous serv- 
ice will be dollars ahead of their 
competitor. 

Most of the local theatres are 
adding their baseless wail to the 
country-wide cry of lack of business, 
apparently using the war years as 
@ measuring stick. When pressed 
for facts, such as comparing the 
pre-war years with present busi- 
ness, they complain of high film 
rental costs, which in many cases 
they are buying from their parent 
company. Or they cite the high 
rental cost, which in many cases 
once again they are paying them- 
selves. 

Curtailment of expenses is being 
made at the financial and physical 
risk of the general public. Dimly

Hi, dear reader. Here are the rest 
of the bills now in the state legis- 
lature upon which our state teach- 
ers’ organization has taken a stand. 
(Refer to the last two issues of this 
paper for our stand on the other 
ones.) 

ASSEMBLY BILLS WE 
SHOULD OPPOSE: 

AB 859 Dolwig. Makes it neces- 
sary to file at earlier period in 
school elections. 

AB 1096 Caldecott. Authorizes ex- 
penses for graduates of California 
School for the Deaf t6 attend Gaul- 
laudet College at Washington, D. C. 
(Note: According to teachers of the 
deaf this is a discriminatory bill.) 

AB 1278 McMillan. Increases the 
compulsory school age from 16 to 17. 

AB 1994, 1995 Lewis. Provides 
free hot lunches in all public 
schools. 

AB 2266 Lipscomb. Reduces com- 
pensation of permanent employes 
performing substitute service in dis- 

| trict after regular services have 
been discontinued because of de- 
crease in attendance. 

AB 2766 Reagan. Limits the allo- 
cation of state funds for education 
or school purposes to the minimum 
amount prescribed by Section 6, 
Article IX of the Constitution. 

AB 3028 Meyers. Transfers $5,000,- 
000.00 from Teachers’ Permanent 
Fund to the State Highway Fund 
as a loan for construction work. 

AB 3070 Brady. Exempts personal 
property from taxation. This would 
reduce school income drastically. 
SENATE BILLS WE 
SHOULD SUPPORT: 

SB 860. Building Aid Proposal. 
SENATE BILLS WE 
SHOULD OPPOSE: 

SB 130 Tenney. Makes it a mis- 
demeanor to teach any other system 
or plan of government except the 
American system or plan and pro- 
vides for dismissal by school board 
without compliance with the tenure 
act. ‘ 

SB 181 Tenney. Gives out of state 
credit to teachers who joined the 
state retirement system since July 1, 
1944.

HARRY BRIDGES HUGS JOHN L. 


In Harry Bridges’ recent broadside against everything he 
doesn't like, or isn't instructed to like by the people who help 
him do his heavy thinking, one fact should not be overlooked. 
And that is the curious fact that he claimed that his union and 
the United Mine Workers are the only ones that have put up 
a real fight against the Taft-Hartley Law. 

It\isn't at all odd that he failed to credit the International 
Typographical Union, which has notoriously borne the brunt 
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WINSTON CHURCHILL con- 
cludes with these words his recently 
published book on the period the 
British stood alone against the 
Nazis: — 

“By the end of that year this 
small and ancient island, with its 
devoted Commonwealth, Dominions 
and attachments under every sky, 
had proved itself capable of bear- 
ing the whole impact and weight of 
world destiny. We had not flinched 
or wavered. We had not failed, The 
soul of the British people and race 
had proved invincible. The citadel 
of the Commonwealth and Empire 
could not be stormed. Alone, but 
upborne by every generous heart- 
beat of mankind, we had defied the 
tyrant in the height of his triumph.”

cally rejected the crocodile tears of sympathy for it wept by the 
leftists. But it IS odd, isn't it, that the redoubtable Harry should 
have mentioned the redoubtable John L. as the one other hero 
in the universe? 

What goes? Harry didn’t do that by accident. He did it by 
malice aforethought, if we may be permitted to coin a phrase. 


The natural guess is that Harry thinks that when his union 
is crowded out of the CIO for defying majority policy, there's 
some chance that he may be admitted under the capacious circus 
tent known as District 50. 

Would the famous bareback horse rider, ringmaster, trapeze 
performer, and general all-around circus maestro, John L. Lewis, 
give Harry the nod with those famous eyebrows? One doesn't 
know. But one wonders. 

John L.'s latest feat was to move in on the taxicab drivers in 
New York City, announce that he just couldn't be bothered 
with an NLRB election to prove that District 50 was very popu- 
lar with the taxi drivers, and proceed to put on a strike that 
was nine-tenths flop and one-tenth oratory. 

Just before that, John L. called out the miners at the exact 
moment it would do the most good to the Republicans in their 
effort to keep the Taft-Hartley Law on the books, and an- 
nounced he was doing it because he didn’t like the man President 
Truman had nominated for head of the Mines Bureau. This 
turned out fine: the Senate promptly confirmed President Tru- 
man’s previously bogged-down appointee by a whopping ma- 
jority, and the Taft-Hartley Law repeal got bogged-down deep- 
er than ever. 

All that John L. needs to complete the record is to accept 
Harry's bid for a cozy corner of the circus tent. Wouldn't that 
be a team? John L. could supply the big words and the magnifi- 
cent gestures, and somebody—can't imagine who!—could supply 
Harry with those great big thoughts about world affairs and 
the need for ‘‘peace.” 


LEGISLATORS PET THE KITTEN 


The United World Federalists of California have done a good 
job putting through both houses of the Legislature the resolution 
to Congress asking for the calling of a national convention to 
formulate an amendment to the U. S. Constitution. The pro- 
posed amendment would be ‘‘to expedite and insure the partici- 
pation of the United States in a world federal government, open 
to all nations, with powers which, while defined and limited, 
shall be adequate to preserve peace, whether the proposed char- 
ter or constitution of such world government be presented in 
the form of amendments to the Charter of the United Nations, 
or by a world constitutional convention, or otherwise.” 

Senator Donnelly of Turlock opposed the resolution with that 


ALLIANCE WITH REDS 


Dr. Willard E. Givens, executive 
secretary of the National Educa- 
tion Association, told a recent 
gathering of school administrators 
that some of the opponents of the 
bipartisan Federal educational aid 
bill use the ‘transparent argument” 
that a number of States would get 
less of the $300,000,000 involved in 
the bill than they would pay on the 
basis of the Federal Internal Reve- 
nue receipts. 

In other words, their objection is 
that rich States would have to help 
educate the children of poor States 
—which is precisely the purpose of 
the bill! 

“Those who talk about getting 
back from the public treasury as 
much as they put in are doing like 
the Communist group,” said Dr. 
sivens, “They would break down 
the financial unity, not only of the 
nation as a whole, but State and lo- 
cal government.” 

Dr. Givens and others made it 
plain at this conference that they 
believe the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce spearheads the activities of 
“tax-fighting groups” in the assault 
on our educational system. 

Dr. Worth McClure, executive sec- 
retary of the American Association 
of School Administrators, said: 

“If anyone would want to under- 
mine the American way of life he 
would attack the school system 
first. If the high command in Mos- 
cow were planning a campaign to 
destroy our schools it would go after 
our schools, The Communists would 
like nothing better than the cre- 
ation of educational slums in this 
country. Because of insufficient sup- 
port we now have these school 
slums in every part of the country. 
Unless we get Federal aid they will 
grow in number.” 


The school administrators are on 
the right track in linking the mo- 
rale-destroying campaigns of Com- 
munists and stupid reactionaries. 
Communists and reactionaries hate 
each other, but they work hand in 
glove against the interests of the 
majority of the people and their 
children. 

Incidentally, don’t forget that one

Sidney Hook the philosopher 
tried to get Thomas Mann the emi- 
nent German novelist to persuade 
the Communist-run Cultural and 
Scientific Conference for World 
Peace recently held in New York to 
give Hook a hearing. Hook wished 
to argue before the conference the 
following thesis: 

“The cause of international sci- 
entific cooperation and peace has 
been very seriously undermined by 
the influence of doctrines which up- 
hold the notion that there are ‘na- 
| tional’ or ‘class’ or ‘party’ truths in 
science.” 


So far as we know, Mann did 
nothing to try: to get a hearing for 
Hook. Mann was too busy sending 
telegrams stating that anyone who 
criticized the Commie-run confer- 
ence was a hate-spreader and a 
| warmonger. 
| But we commend ‘to our readers 
Hook’s thesis as a good one to bear 
in mind. While the Communists 
make it part of their official line 
that science must bend to the 
party’s dictates, some of us Amer- 
icans, without officially making it 
part of our expressed doctrine, are 
all too prone to think that the re- 
sults of scientific investigation are 
good if they fit in with our con- 
venience, but if not, they are lies. 

For example, when the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics carefully compiles

TYPOS PROVE SUCCESSFUL

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.—“‘It has been proven—a new daily 
newspaper can be established.” 

With these words as his keynote, Vice President Elmer 
Brown of the International Typographical Union-AFL told an 
unusual story of how the Typos, in alliance with local citizens’ 
groups, have succeeded in put-? 


xk . obstacles and 


ting over sound daily news- 
papers in competition with local 
monopoly-owned papers. 

Brown detailed the story in the 
Typographical Journal. He cited 
Trenton, N. J., as one example of 
his thesis that a labor-backed daily 
can succeed, 


Printers on the town’s only pa- 
per, the Trenton Times, were forced 
out on strike three years ago. They 
turned out a strike paper to begin 
with—a sort of handbill to acquaint 
citizens with the issues at stake. 
Demands for a new daily began to 
mount. 


“Responding to the demands, citi- 
zens who were fed up with the anti- 
union newspaper monopoly in Tren- 
ton got behind efforts to establish 
a competing daily,” Brown said. 
“Thus, the daily Trentonian began 
publication in competition with the 
struck Times.” 


The paper caught on and became 
a going proposition—so much s0

Chicago Fed 

The movement to encourage em- 
ployment of older workers is given 
strong support by the Monthly La- 
bor Review, official publication of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, U. S. 
Department of Labor. 

Men and women in the 45-or-more 
age group offer distinct advantages 
to employers, the magazine said in 
discussing ‘‘Absenteeism and Injury 
Experience of Older Workers.” It 
pointed out that not only may the 
worker in the 45-and-over age group 


settled work habits as against the 
stamina and agility of youth, but 
he is frequently less likely to be 
absent and is less prone to injury 
than the younger worker. 

In a study of the work records 
of about 17,800 workers of all ages,

“Now 
that it has been demonstrated” he 
said, “that a newspaper monopoly 
can and will be broken, we expect 
to hear from other struck cities 
| where local citizens will make avali- 
able capital to publish decent and 
fair newspapers under agreements 
with the Typographical Union.” 
|} IN CANADA ALSO! 

Canada also has an example of 
the new trend. Up in Winnipeg, 
where the Typos have long been on 
strike against a local daily of the 
Southam ‘chain, the Citizen was es- 
tablished some time ago as a morn- 
ing daily. 

This was done by a cooperative 
publishing company, in which many 
co-ops, unions, and other groups and 
individuals invested. The Typos in 
this case extended a limited amount 
of aid. 

This development is in marked 
contrast with the old days when 
the Typos in some instances estab- 
lished competing dailies in strike- 
bound cities, but folded these dailies 
after the strikes were settled or 
ended. Now these dailies appear to 
be here to stay. 
| That means, union leaders said, 
|} that two objectives are being ac- 
complished: (1) local newspaper 
|} monopolies are being cracked, and 
(2) strong weapons atre being forged 
against anti-union publishers.

ARE AMERICAN WOMEN get- 
ting “soft? An Australian woman, 
Dr. Muriel McIlwrath, who has just 
completed a tour of our country, 
thinks they are. 

“The Americans have everything,” 
she says. “Some of their devices 
make me green with envy—but they 
don’t. know they are alive. They 
haven't enough to do.” 

This is certainly true of many 
women, Our wonderful mechanical 
devices have freed us from much 
of the drudgery of housework. The 
time thus set free is undoubtedly 
spent by all too many in idle pur- 
suits—window shopping, spending 
more than’they should on hats and 
other gadgets, on movies, on pur- 
poseless driving around in the fam- 
ily car. 

On the other hand many women 
use this extra time in useful ways. 
For one thing, our standards of 
health and cleanliness are higher 
than they have ever been. Our 
houses are cleaner, our families 
take more baths, wear cleaner 
clothes, are better fed, than are 
families in most parts of the world. 

Many of our women are now find- 
ing time to take an increasing part 
in civic affairs.

From Ballston Spa, N. Y. comes 
the story of Mrs. Donald W. Cull, 
who takes care of a husband and 
four school-age children and yet 
has found time to build two houses 
with her own hands.

Her family 
now lives in one of the houses she 
has built. The other is a remodel- 
ing job of a combination house, 
garage and service station. She is 
already planning to build another 
and larger house for her family.

Just suppose that you were president of General Electric Corp. And 
suppose, just for a minute, that you hate trade unions and the whole 
process of collective bargaining. You have invested several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in lobbying and propaganda on behalf of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. How woul you go about making U. S. Senators think everybody 
really likes that law? If you were as set in your ways as C. E. Wilson, 
the real president of GE, you would figure the easiest device is a ques- 
tlonnaire—if the questions are properly loaded. GE has printed thou- 
sands of copies of a trick questionnaire and: circulated them, mostly 
among management personnel, in its own plants and those of its sub- 
contractors. Fulton Lewis, Junior, has helped out by advertising the 
questionnaire on his radio “news” program. Here’s how the GE ques- 
tionnaire works. Take the first question: “Do you believe that labor 
laws should, in general, preserve the employe’s right to strike?” Sound 
simple and straightforward to you? Before you answer with the obvious 
“yes,” look at it again. The baoby-trap is hidden in those two words “in 
general.” If you believe that labor laws should preserve the right to 
strike “in general,” then you approve specific limitations on that right 
to strike—the Taft-Hartley Act is full of them. The Machinist has taken 
the booby-traps out of the GE questions. We have made their full mean- 
ing clear to everyone. Here it is for you to try out for yourself.
